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With respect to claims 1-3 and 6-9, the embodiments thereof shown 
in the description are limited to ones in which the hydrosilylated compound 
(B) andhydrosilylation catalyst (c) usedfor forming a pressure-sensitive 
adhesive layer are an organohydrogen silicone and a 
platinum-vinylsiloxane complex, respectively. However, a cured article 
obtained from two or more ingredients significantly varies in material 
properties depending on the ingredients used. Consequently, whether the 
hydrosilylated compound (B) is an organohydrogen silicone or not 
considerably influences the hydrophobicity of the cured article . Whether 
or not the hydrosilylation catalyst (c) is one having a site reactive 
also with other ingredient as in the Examples given in the description 
influences the crosslinked structure . Furthermore, safety for the living 
body varies depending on the kinds of catalyst metals. 

It is considered from the above that the claims include 
pressure-sensitive adhesive sheets in a wider range than those disclosed 
in the description as embodiments which produce a given effect. That 
range is not sufficiently supported by the description. 
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
